The annual town meeting will be held on Monday, Feb. 
3, at 10 o'clock at the town hall. The consideration of the 
warrant and the election of officers, promises to occupy most 
of the day. The Selectmen have completed the warrant and 
it will be posted in the usual public places, . Each article in 
the warrant has been given careful consideration by the 
Finance Committee, at its meeting held last week, and their 
recommendations are attached. Here are the articles in their

Article 1. To hear the reports of the several Town Offi- 
cers and act thereon. 


Article 2.__To choose all necessary Town Officers for the 
coming year,.the following to be on one ballot: Town 
Clerk, Town Treasurer, three Selectmen for one year; 
one Assessor for three years, Town Moderator for one 
year, two Library Trustees for three years, one School 
Committee member for three years, one Cemetery 
‘Commissioner for three years, Tree Warden for 
one year, Tax Collector for one year, three Constables 
for one year, one Constable for one year, a resident of 
Northfield Farms. The polls may close at FIVE 
O’CLOCK P. M. 


Article 3. To see if the town will vote to authorize the 
Town Treasurer, with the approval of the Selectmen, 
to borrow money from time to time in anticipation of 
the revenue of the financial year beginning January 
1, 1941, and to issue a note or notes therefor, payable 
within one year, and to renew such note or notes as 
may be given for a period of less than one year in ac- 
cordance with Section 17, Chapter 44, General Laws: 
any debt or debts incurred under this vote to be paid 
from the revenue of the financial year beginning 
January I, 1941, and raige and appropriate a sum of 
money for same.

County Annual Report 
Of Treasurer Newcomb 
Shows Good Balance 


The annual’ financial report of 
the condition of affairs in Frank- 
lin county as conducted by tae 
buard of county commissioners 
haz been concluded and Treasurer 
William J, Newcomb reports a 
balance of $19,400 with which to 
start the year 1941. The schedule 
shows a reduction of $25,000 of 
the funded indebtedness, owing 
to the new court house, which is 
now $185,000. 

Contingency reserves amounted 
to $18,000 as against the 19389 
total of $19,899. Jails cost the 
county $20,152.11 during 1940. 
The second largest expense in- 
curred was for salaries, exclusive 
of clerical, amounting to $18,620. 
Income from taxes levied against 
the towns amounted to $157,- 
135.06. 

The receipts totaling $826,- 
645.78 were as follows: County 
tax upon towns, $157,185.06; 
loan, anticipation of taxes, $100,- 
000; courts, $6,826.94; jails 
$1,996.54; civil fees $675.55; 
naturalization fees $274; regis- 
try of deeds $6,497.05; land court 
$14; jail labor $1,678.90; sun- 
dries $321.64; highways $850; 
peddlar’s licenses, $275; dog 
license, fines $10,182.80; unap- 
propriated from 1989, $20,890.42; 
contingency reserves $19,899. 

Total expenses were $288,- 
981.81 divided as follows: inter- 
est, loans $9,062.83; debt reduc- 
tion $25,000; temporary Joan 
$100,000; salaries $18,620; clerks’ 
salaries $6,880; courts’ expenses 
$16,391.45; jait expenses $20,-
